Presents  Recital 

Lasar  Galpern,  internationally 
famous  director  of  the  San  Fran- 

. cisco  Academy  of  Allied  Arts  will 
present  a group  of  45  "Y”  stu- 
dents in  a recital  Saturday,  May 
11  at  7:50  in  College  Hall.  “The 
Making  of  an  Actor,”  the  name 
of  the  presentation,  will  show  the 
different  steps  to  attain  the  top  in 
the  acting  profession. 

Mr.  Galpern,  who  was  educated 
in  Moscow  and  studied  in  the 
Moscow  Art  Theater,  bases  his 
unique  method  and  technique  on 
the  relation  between  stage  motion 
or  dance  gesture  to  drama.  This 
method  develops  creative  ability, 
artistic  personality,  and  technical 
mastery.  The  new  Theater  Maga- 
zine says  of  him,  "If  it  is  possi- 
ble for  a student  to  learn  to  be- 
come artistically  creative,  then  it 
will  be  only  the  tutelage  of  a La- 
sar Galpern.” 

Mr.  Galpern  himself  is  a mod- 
est, and  charming  man.  One  of 
his  greatest  obsessions  is  geolo- 
gy, which  is  probably  one  reason 
for  his  great  interest  in  this  val- 
ley. Another  of  his  hobbies  is  the 
making  of  small,  decorative  ships 
out  of  "buttons,  nails,  string,  or 
anything  like  that."

He’s  a serious,  experienc- 
ed young  actor,  fully  aware  of 
comedy  possibilities  when  pre- 
sented and  playing  them  vigor- 
ously, but  also  playing  always 
with  sympathetic  restraint  and 
remarkably  few  obvious  stunts.

LIGHT  OF  WESTERN

The  Cougars  swept  the  220-yd.
